The American libel and defam-' 


ation laws are not unlike the Brit- 
ish laws but British juries are 
more prone than Amercan ones to 
grant substantial damages in libel 
and defamation suits. The result 
has been that British newspapers 
are more cautious about express- 
ing opinions, and about crusading 
against abuses, to a degree that 
American newspapermen 
regard 


as unhealthy.
